Page Q talks about strap-leaf Vandas, which will thrive in the Piecert ‘section | 
of your Cattleya house, but it doesn't tell you much about the semi-teretes that i. 
are growing in popularity by leaps and bounds? 


I assumed that, as the majority of my customers are northerners, they might not 
be successful with the semi-teretes for they require such strong light in order 
to bloom as they should. Now I'm getting letters from the North explaining how 
they do get their semi-teretes to flower. 


Some start lengthening the day with artificial light in early Spring. Then, as 
soon as all danger of frost is past, the plants move outdoorse Into the patio; 
under the less dense of shade trees, or even in full swm on the east side of a 
building, they go; and after a few weeks of that treatment, plus the daily water- 
ing and weekly feeding, begin forming their bloom spikes$ 


It is not unusual for a Vanda to bloom five times a year in the Southern States. 
With the treatment recommended above, you should have semi-teretes in flower 
most of the Summer in the Northe And the blooms will outlast any Cattleya you 
ever mett 


And what a splendid array of colors they will give you’ 


Vandas come in every color and hue imaginable: green, yellow, buff, tan, brown; 
white, pink, peach, rose, salmon, orange, red; pale blue, smoky blue, red-purple, 
violet, dark purple; gold, bronze, brick or maroone

and etching of one color on top of another are breathtaking and unbelievable.
